\\';ir,  liUo  poverty,  makes  strange  bed  fellows  ;  it  also 
makes  strange  antagonists.  Thus  in  the  light  of  past 
history  it  seems  somewhat  anomalous  that  Great  Britain 
should  be  linked  with  Russia,  and  Russia  with  Japan,  and 
ytt  more  so  that  England  should  lind  herself  at  war  with 
Austria-Hungary,  and  tcihnicalh'  allied  against  Italy,  two 
countries  which,  until  recentl\',  had  clierished  for  her 
feelings  of  affection  and  gratitude,  (lermany,  as  is  now 
clearly  seen,  has  long  been  jealous  of  the  British  Empire, 
while  Turkey,  always  an  unaccountable  factor,  has  deemed 
it  jiolitic  to  throw  o\-er  her  former  friendship  with  Great 
Britain  and  cast  in  her  lot  with  tlie  enemy. 

The  Triple  Alliance. 
The  relationshij)  of  European  countries  was  greatly 
altered  by  the  establishment  of  the  Triple  Alliance  in  1882, 
which  coalition  appeared  to  offer  each  of  the  countries 
concerned — Germany,  Austria-Hungary  and  Italy — certain 
definite  advantages.  To  Germany  it  signified  the  further 
isolation  of  France,  and  gave  promise  of  a  naval  base  on  the 
Mediterranean  and  of  colonial  rivalry  with  France  and  Great 
Britain  ;  to  Austria  it  provided  a  strong  ally  against  the 
■'  Slav  peril  "  ;  and  to  Italy,  weakened  by  the  Treaty  of 
Berlin  (1S7S)  and  engaged  in  a  tariff  war  with  France,  her 
colonial  rival,  the  guarantee  of  her  future  colonial  develop- 
ment. Italy,  however,  claimed  the  right  of  neutrality  in 
the  present  war,  on  the  ground  of  the  defensive  nature  of  the 
Alliance,  an  attitude  which  reveals  in  striking  fashion  the 
aggressive  action  of  her  allies. 

Germany  :  The  Establishment  of  the  Empire. 
The  defeat  of  the  Austrians  by  Prussia  at  the  Battle  ol 
Konigratz  in  1866  marks  the  real  beginning  of  modern 
Germany.  It  was  the  work  of  Bismarck  to  establish  the 
impregnable  supremacy  of  Prussia,  a  policy  made  possible 
by  the  highly  efficient  condition  of  the  Prussian  army. 
After  the  defeat  of  Austria  and  the  establishment  of  the 
North  German  Confederation,  all  military  authority  was 
vested  in  the  King  of  Prussia.  The  Franco-Prussian  War 
(1870-1),  the  direct  outcome  of  Bismarck's  policy,  united 
all  the  German  States  against  a  common  enemy,  and  the 
victory  of  the  Prussian  army  over  the  French,  unprepared 
for  war,  and  woefully  lacking  in  good  generals,  brought 
about  the  consolidation  of  the  German  Empire.  Since  that 
date  the  progress  of  the  nation  in  industry  and  commerce 
has  been  extraordinarily  rapid,  and  in  all  parts  of  the  world 
German  influence  has  made  itself  definitely  felt. 

German  Policy  since  1S70. 
The  magnitude  of  the  German  success  in  1870  led  almost 
inevitably  to  the  extension  of  the  Prussian  military  sj-stem, 
and  to  the  growth  unhappily  of  "  militarism."  The 
twenty  years  that  follow,  cover  the  period  of  Bismarck's 
dominating  influence  in  Germany.  Unscrupulous  as  he 
undoubtedly  was,  the  policy  of  that  great  Prussian  stamps 


him  as  one  of  the  world's  most  skilful  statesmen.  Realising 
that  something  more  than  mere  military  efficiency  was 
required,  he  furthered  the  development  of  the  arts  of  peace 
and  pressed  science  and  education  into  the  service  of  the 
State,  thus  building  up  a  mighty  and  united  emjiire.  In  his 
foreign  and  colonial  ixilicj'  he  >howed  a  wisdom  strikingly 
lacking  in  his  .successors.  Although  France  (who  never 
acquiesced  in  the  loss  of  Alsace-Lorraine)  was  hostile,  Ger- 
many during  Bismarck's  regime  maintained  friendly  relations 
with  England,  Russia,  Italy  and  Austria.  The  idea  of  a 
Colonial  Empire  received  little  encouragement,  and 
Bismarck's  dismissal  in  1890  was,  indeed,  largely  due  to  his 
antagonism  to  the  new  "  Expansion  Policy  "  of  the  younger 
politicians.  Henceforward  Germany  embarked  upon  a 
"  Forward  Campaign  "  which  is  mainly  responsible  for  the 
present  situation.  Colossal  sums  were  spent  on  the  army 
and  navy  ;  schemes  for  the  establishment  of  a  colonial 
empire  and  of  a  "  World-Power  "  filled  the  minds  of  those 
who  guided  the  nation.  Militarism,  encouraged  by  the 
foundation  of  a  number  of  so-called  patriotic  leagues,  began 
to  spread  all  over  Germany,  while  jealousy  of  England  and 
France,  a  desire  for  colonies,  perhaps  natural  to  a  developing 
people,  and  the  ambition  to  dominate  the  world,  an  object 
preached  alike  by  politicians  and  professors,  have  all 
constituted  to  the  nation's  apparently  wholehearted 
supi^ort  of  the  \\'ar. 

The  Weakness  of  Austria. 

Austria-Hungary,  that  "  ramshackle  Empire  "  as  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  aptly  described  it,  is  more  divided  by  race 
differences  than  any  other  nation  in  the  world.  Germans, 
Magyars,  Slavs,  Rumanians  and  Czechs  are  to  be  found 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Dual  Monarchy,  and  it  is 
largely  a  racial  question  that  has  created  the  present  i 
situation  in  Serbia.  Germans  and  Magyars  alone  possess 
practically  all  the  political  power,  the  other  races  being 
regarded  as  unfit  to  share  in  the  work  of  Government.  But 
these  peoples  have  never  accepted  their  inferior  position, 
and  even  since  1867  Austria-Hungarian  politics  have  been 
mainly  occupied  with  this  problem  which  extends  far 
beyond  the  frontiers  of  the  Empire.  For  the  races  within 
the  Dual  Monarchy  desire  to  be  united  with  their  com- 
patriots without,  and  to  break  away  from  their  enforced 
allegiance  to  an  ahen  ruler.  Austria's  annexation  of 
Bosnia-Herzegovina  in  1908  emphasised  Slav  hostility,  while 
the  success  of  Serbia  in  the  recent  Balkan  Wars,  gave  to  that 
Kingdom  the  position  of  leader  of  the  Southern  Slavs,  and 
naturally  aroused  the  fear  and  suspicion  of  Austria.  A 
pretext  for  attacking  Serbia  was  sought,  and  it  is  somt>what 
ironical  that  this  should  have  been  found  in  the  assassination 
of  the  Archduke  Francis  Ferdinand  of  Austria  by  men  of  a 
race  whose  interests  he  was  endeavouring  to  serve.  It  is  not 
easy  to  determine  the  measure  of  Austria's  responsibility 
for  the  War.  Official  correspondence  seems  to  indicate 
that  she  desired  to  confine  the  quarrel  with  Serbia  to 
herself,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  influence  exercised  upon 
her  by  her  powerful  ally  Germany,  it  is  probable  that  the 
Great  European  war  might  have  been  averted. 
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The  Decadence  of  Turkey. 
The  Turk,  "  the  sick  man  "  of  Europe,  has  been  for 
ri-nturies  a  disturbing  and  insoluble  problem  in  European 
politics.  .Miens  in  race  and  religion.  bra\c  soldiers  but 
cruel  and  pitiless  in  tlieir  fanaticism  and  a  menace  to  the 
rhristians  within  their  borders  and  on  their  frontiers,  the 
Turks,  once  the  proud  nilers  of  vast  Dominions,  have 
grailually  been  dejirived  of  nearly  all  their  possessions.  But 
they  yet  hold  Constantinople  coveted  by  Russia,  their 
rival  since  the  eighteenth  century  for  the  mastery  of  the 
Near  East.  Wars  with  Russia,  constant  conflicts  with  her 
H.dkan  neighbours — once  includcil  wit  Inn  lur  niiglit\- 
Empire — ^added  to  internal  dissensions,  niisg(j\-ernment  and 
financial  difhculties  have  deprived  Turkey  of  all  her  former 
prestige.  It  is  difficult  to  see  what  she  had  to  gain  by  her 
rejection  of  Great  Britain's  friendship  and  an  alliance  with 
the  enemy,  unless  indeed  she  was  animated  by  the  fear  of 
Russia.  For  some  years  Germany  has  maintained  a  hold 
upon  Turkey,  whose  arnij'  and  navy  she  re-organised.  Had 
Turkey  remained  neutral  she  might  have  been  but  little 
affected  by  the  issue  of  the  War,  whereas  now,  no  matter 
who  is  victorious  her  ill-considered  action  has  involved  her 
in  future  dismemberment,  or  subjection  to  a  Power  greater 
than  herself. 

The  RE-Esr.\ni.isn.MENT  of  Eirope.\n"  Umtv. 
The  issues  of  the  war  are  so  far  reaching  and  so  c(jmple.\, 
that  although  peace  is,  alas,  not  yet  within  sight,  the  con- 
sideration of  a  future  settlement  may  not  be  quite  profitless. 
The  re-construction  of  the  map  of  Europe  will  be  a  primary 
necessity  and  no  re-arrangement  can  be  permanent — as 
past  history  has  proved — which  is  not  based  on  |)rinciples 
of  honour  and  freedom,  and  in  which  national  and  racial 
distinctions  are  ignored.  Hatred  must  give  place  to  mutual 
understanding,  the  militarism  of  the  vani[uislKd  nuist  be 
replaced  by  the  half-forgotten  ideals  of  Christian  moralit}', 
the  autocracy  of  an  arrogant,  unscruplous  minority  must 
yield  to  the  will  of  an  educated,  freedom-loving  democracy. 
Is  it  altogether  visionary  to  look  forward  to  a  Union  of 
European  Nations  in  which  the  safety  of  the  (jne  State, 
however  small,  shall  be  the  interest  of  all,  and  the  \  ictorics 
of  peace  be  no  less  renowned  tli  ni  tliosc  oi  War  ?

SCHEME  FOR  THE    STUDY    OF     IMPERIAL 
HISTORY. 

FOREWORD. 
By  Professor  A.  V.  P()i.i..\Kn, 

M..\.,  Litt.D.,  etc.,  Fellow  of  .All  Souls'  College,   Oxford.   I'tofcssof 
of  F.nglish  History,  London  University. 

The  following  scheme  for  the  study  of  Imperial  Histoi'y 
is  a  natural  complement  to  the  series  of  text-books  on 
Imperial  History  issued  by  the  League  of  the  Empire  a  few 
\ears  ago.  In  the  extreme  individualistic  atmosphere  of 
tiie  mid-^'ictorian  period  Carlyle  declared  his  opinion  that 
the  best  university  was  composed  of  books.  He  nii--took 
the  part  for  the  whole,  and  ign(jred  the  value  of  the  living 
voice  in  teaching,  in  debate,  and  in  the  intercourse  of  mind 
with  mind.  Books  are,  indeed,  essential,  but  they  do  not 
fill  the  place  of  other  elements  in  the  sphere  of  education  ; 
and  the  bookworm  often  acquires  more  learning  tli.in  under- 
standing and  becomes  more  bookish  than  intelligent.  We 
require  Parliaments,  and  not  a  number  of  isolated  bookmen, 
to  legislate  for  the  Empire  ;  and  we  need  other  means  tlian 
l)ooks  to  understand  it. 

To  provide  those  means  and  promote  that  understanding, 
professors,  lecturers,  and  Imperial  studies  committees  liave 
been  appointed  in  various  universities  ;  and  their  labours 
are  excellent  S(j  far  as  they  can  go.  But  a  mere  fraction  of 
the  British  peoples  go  to  uni\^ersities,  and  of  these  only  a 
fraction  acquire  any  systematic  knowledge  of  the  Empire. 
Yet  it  is  a  matter  which  concerns  us  all.  Whether  we 
graduate  in  classics  or  mathematics,  in  science  or  medicine, 
in  technology  or  pliihjsophy,  in  engineering  or  in  economics, 
or  whether  we  do  not  graduate  at  all,  we  may  become 
citizens  of  no  mean  Empire  and  have  a  voice  in  the  deter- 
mination of  its  fortunes,  even  though  we  have  done  little 
to  qualify  for  its  exercise. 

This  scheme  of  the  League  of  the  Empire  is  designed  to 
assist  in  developing  the  means  of  understanding  the  Empire, 
without  which  a  vote  in  Imperial  matters  is,  like  a  rifle  in 
the  hands  of  those  who  cannot  shoot,  not  so  much  useless 
as  positively  dangerous  ;  and  its  object  is  to  benefit  a  wider 
circle  than  can  ever  be  brought  within  the  reach  of  our 
nni\ersities.  There  is  no  contradiction  between  the  two 
spheres  of  activity.  Efforts  in  both  are  mutually  depen- 
dent. The  effectiveness  of  this  scheme  will  largely  depend 
upon  the  extent  to  which  it  can  enlist  the  co-operation  of 
men  and  women  who  have  had  a  university  education  in 
subjects  connected  with  the  development  of  the  Empire. 
On  the  other  hand,  all  university  schemes  of  Imperial  study 
will  be  hampered  unless  they  can  appeal  to  a  public  more  or 
less  prepared  to  receive  their  instruction,  and  can  count 
upon  a  supply  of  students  to  whom  at  least  the  elements  of 
the  subject  are  familiar  ;  and  the  time  may  come  when 
universities  will  recognize  that  it  is  as  reasonable  to  require 
from  candidates  for  matriculation  in  a  British  university 
some  knowledge  of  the  British  Empire  as  it  is  to  require  a 
knowledge  of  mathematics. 
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l^iit  our  scluMiie  does  not  contemplate  voung  people 
merely.  A  school,  indeed,  or  a  training  college  f<irms  a 
natural  basis  of  operations  ;  but  it  is  never  too  late  to  learn, 
and  our  scheme  is  concerned  with  adults  and  with  ftU  sorts 
and  conditions  of  men  and  women.  There  are  already  tens 
of  thousands  of  inili\iduals  who  are  interested  in  Imperial 
matters,  and  there  are  many  local  and  voluntan*-  associa- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  reading,  discussion,  and  study.  But 
they  lack  co-ordination,  concentration,  and  guidance,  and 
much  of  their  effort  remains  ineffecti\-e  through  aimless 
dissipation  of  energy.  The  League  offers  in  this  scheme  to 
proviile  direction  and  hopes  to  stinuilate  interest.  No  one 
is  ever  truly  educated  except  by  means  of  a  subject  in  which 
he  is  thoroughly  interested  ;  everything  else  is  merely 
"  cram."  The  British  Empire  is  a  subject  infinite  in  its 
variety,  surpassing  in  its  importance ;  and  to  e\oke  an  in- 
terest in  it  is  to  provide  a  means  of  really  educating  thousands, 
who  have  not  felt  a  sufficiently  serious  attraction  to  other 
subjects  to  study  them  with  that  wholeheartedness  which 
alone  promotes  genuine  education.  The  Empire  cannot 
live  on  fleets  and  armies  alone,  however  indispensable  they 
are  to  its  existence  ;  and  this  scheme,  while  it  has  been 
evoked  during  the  great  war  for  the  defence  of  the  Empire, 
will  be  none  the  less  needful  after  that  war  is  concluded. 
Peace  has  its  problems  not  less  profound  than  war,  and  the 
only  sound  and  permanent  basis  for  an  Empire  lies  in  an 
instructed  people. 


DISCUSSION    ON   THE    IMPERIAL    HISTORY 
SCHEME. 


In  continuation  of  the  discussion  which  took  place  at  the 
Club  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  Erederick  Pollock  on 
January  27th,  a  further  meeting  was  held  on  February  3rd, 
Professor  E.  A.  Gardner  in  the  Chair.  Representatives  from 
I'niversity  Colleges,  Training  Colleges,  Secondary  and  Ele- 
mentary Schools  were  present,  and  among  those  taking 
ji.u-t  in  the  discussion  were  Mrs.  Alfred  Watt  (Canada), 
Miss  Reed,  University  College,  London  ;  Miss  Boyce,  Head 
Mistress  of  Allenswood  School,  \^'imbledon  ;  Mr.  C.  W.  Crook, 
of  the  National  Union  of  Teachers  ;  Miss  Meyer,  Latymer  and 
(iodolphin  School ;  Mr.E.  Kettle,  of  the  Clapham  Boys'  School, 
and  several  Overseas  members.  The  broad  outlines  of  the 
scheme  were  approved  by  all  present,  several  speakers 
making  useful  suggestions  which  the  Committee  hope  to 
adopt.  The  meeting  expressed  the  desire  to  see  greater 
attention  paid  to  Imperial  History  in  Secondary  and 
Elementary  Schools,  and  the  following  resolution,  proposed 
by  Miss  Bo^'ce  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Kettle  was  passed 
unanimously  : — 

"  That  it  is  desirable  to  influence  all  Universities  to 
recognise  Imperial  History  as  an  alternative  subject  in 
their  entrance  examinations,  in  college  examinations, 
local  examinations,  &c." 

It  is  satisfactory  to  learn  that  the  scheme,  which  has  only 
been  launched  a  few  weeks,  has  already  been  received  with 


great  interest,  and  a  cf)nsiderable  number  of  educational 
institutions,  including  two  London  Training  Colleges,  many 
Secondary  Schools,  both  public  and  private,  as  well  as 
Elementary  Schools  have  expressed  their  desire  to  co- 
operate with  the  League  in  this  work  of  Imperial  study.

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EDITORIAL. 
The  Death  ot  Sh-  Robert  Lucas  Tooth. 

Till-  Ciiuiicil  irroicl,  with  {Irrp  if!,'rct,  tin-  death  of 
Sir  Robert  I.iicas-Tooth,  and  express  their  sympath\'  with 
Lady  Lucas-Tootli  and  the  members  of  her  family  in 
their  great  sorrow.  Sir  Robert  was  a  Vice-President  of  the 
League,  and  as  a  warm  supporter  of  its  work,  the  news  of 
his  death  came  as  a  personal  shock  to  many  of  its  members. 
Sir  I^obert  Lucas-Tooth  was  educated  at  Eton  and  went  out 
to  New  South  Wales  in  1863.  For  some  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Legislature.  He  returned  to  England  in 
iSSg  and  was  made  a  baronet  in  igo6.  The  death  of  his  two 
elder  sons  in  the  present  war  was  a  great  grief  to  him  and 
indeed  may  be  said  to  have  hastened  his  own  death.  The 
world  will  honour  Sir  Robert  as  a  great  pliilanthropist  and 
a  most  patriotir  citizen  of  the  ICmpire.  His  gifts  were  large 
and  numerous.  At  the  outset  of  the  war  he  subscribed 
(10,000  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Australian  Hospital, 
whilst  but  a  year  ago  by  a  gift  of  /"so.ooo  he  created  the 
Lucas-Tooth  Eimd  for  the  training  of  bovs  after  the  model 
of  the  Australian  Cadet  System.  The  League  of  the  ICnipire 
owes  the  establishment  of  the  Club  in  1913  to  Sir  Robert's 
generosity.  But  he  was  much  more  than  a  generous  bene- 
factor. He  was  truly  at  heart  a  great  Imperialist,  and  his 
constant  endeavour  was  to  help  knit  together  the  home 
country  and  the  other  great  countries  making  np  the  British 
Empire.  His  presence  at  many  of  the  Conferences  and 
entertainments  of  the  League,  where  he  extended  a  warm 
welcome  to  all  Overseas  members,  as  well  as  his  kindly 
hospitality  will  be  gfctly  missed.

Alfred  Walt,  M..\..  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, British  Columbia,  Hon.  Secretary  of  National 
Council  of  Women's  Institutes  of  Canada,  lectured  to  a  large 
audience  at  the  Club  on  February  24th  on  "  The  Spirit  of 
Canada  in  relation  to  the  Great  War."  The  Hon.  Sir 
George  Perley.'K.C.M.G.,  acting  High  Commissioner  for 
Canada,  was  in  the  Chair.  Mrs.  Watt,  whose  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  Dominion  enabled  her  to  speak  with 
authority  on  the  present  feeling  of  the  Canadian  people, 
gave  much  interesting  first-hand  information  concerning 


the  enthusiasm  evinced  for  the  Empire,  and  the  determina- 
tion of  all  loyal  Canadians  to  maintain  its  integrity.  It  was 
not  merely  the  wealthy  citizens  who  had  been  lavish  in  their 
generosity  ;  the  heart  of  the  wlujle  nation  had  been  touched, 
and  the  people  iiad  been  willing  to  give  their  services  and 
also  to  deny  themsehes  in  order  to  lielp  the  Motherland. 
Mrs.  Watt  told  of  ci\'il  servants  and  of  railway  men  who  had 
agreed  to  give  up  one  day's  pay  a  month  for  War  ex]ienses 
as  long  as  the  War  lasted,  and  of  the  admirable  work  done 
by  women.  Sir  George  I^erley  said  that  the  Canadians  did 
not  feel  it  was  a  (|uestion  of  sending  "  gifts  "  to  England — 
Canada  was  a  part  of  the  Empire  and  must  therefore  take 
her  share  in  its  defence. 

Mr.  Edward  \\'ak(-lield's  lecture  on  "  The  Early  History 
of  New  Zealand,"  it  is  hoped,  will  be  printed  in  extenso  in  a 
future  number  of  The  Federal  Magazine.  His  talk  on 
February  loth.  full  of  racy  anecdotes  and  picturesque 
detail  was  greatly  appreciated  bv  the  audience.  .As  the 
grandson  of  one  of  New  Zealand's  pioneers,  Mr.  Wakefield 
has  had  access  to  a  store-house  of  knowledge  not  available 
to  the  general  public,  which  in  his  able  hands  was  far  more 
attractive  than  that  usually  to  be  found  within  the  covers 
of  most  books  on  Colonial  History.  The  chair  was  taken 
by  Admiral  the  Hon.  Sir  Fdnumd  Fremantle,  who  himself 
took  an  active  part  in  the  New  Zealand  War. 


A  War  Library  Jor  Transvaal  Schools. 

It  is  a  mark  of  confidence  to  entrust  a  person,  or  a  Society-, 
with  the  selection  of  a  large  number  of  books.  This  compli- 
ment has  been  paid  to  the  League  by  the  Witwatersrand 
Council  of  Education,  Transvaal,  through  their  chainuan, 
Mr.  T.  Reunert,  wlio  has  placed  the  sum  of  £50  at  their 
disposal  for  the  purchase  of  war  literature  (books,  pamphlets^ 
pictures,  maps)  suitable  for  the  schools  of  that  Province.  A 
carefully  chosen  little  war  hbrary  will  be  shortly  sent  out. 
and  teachers  there  will  thus  have  the  opportunity  of 
acquainting  themselves  with  the  various  aspects  of  the  \\'ar 
which  have  been  so  ably  dealt  with  by  English  scholars. 
The  League  will  gladly  perform  the  same  service  for  anyone 
finding  it  difficult  to  gain  information  of  the  best  books 
published  at  this  crisis,  when  it  is  specially  incumbent  u]ion 
teachers  to  disseminate  a  true  understanding  of  this  Great 
World  Struggle  among  young  ])eople  all  over  the  Empire.

Son.s.)  Price  2S.  («!.  net. 
Mr.  Allen,  altliouxli  firmly  convinced  of  Great  Britain's  integrity 
in  going  to  war,  cnileavours  to  stale  fairly  and  dispiissionately  the 
case  for  Germany.  In  Chapter  I.,  entitled  "  The  Theory  of  Inter- 
national  Mihtarism,"  the  author  gives  in  a  few  pages  an  admirable 
description  of  the  modern  German  theory  of  the  State.  He  admits 
that  the  theory  "  may  be  called  perverse  or  even  foolish  ;  bnt  it  is 
certainly  not  ignoble."  His  point  of  view  throughout  appears  to  be 
that  the  German  people  have  fine  qualities,  and  as  individuals  had 
no  quarrel  with  the  Rnglish  as  individuals  ;  it  is  the  Tru-ssian  aristo- 
cracy and  the  historians  who  are  very  largely  responsible  for  the  war. 
In  the  final  chapter  Mr.  Allen  attempts  to  show  on  what  lines  per- 
manent peace  is  p<issibU-.  He  is  anxious,  for  the  sake  of  Britain's 
fair  name,  that  there  shall  be  no  question  of  gain  in  colonies  and  trade 
and  by  indemnity.  The  Ivmpire  has  fought  for  law  and  justice  and 
for  the  security  of  the  smaller  nations,  and  these  principles  should 
guide  .statesmen  in  the  making  of  peace.

There  cannot  be-  too  many  lives  of  Lord  Roberts,  provided  they  arc 
well  written,  for  his  is  a  life  that  every  British  boy  is  the  better  for 
studying.  The  charm  and  simplicity  of  his  character,  his  courage 
and  his  magnificent  deeds  all  performed  for  the  honour  of  his  country, 
make  a  direct  and  instantaneous  appeal  to  the  young,  which  is  likely 
to  evoke  a  noble  and  lasting  response.  Mr.  (Sroser's  biography  is  a 
clear,  .straightforward  account  of  his  hero's  career,  containing  many 
interesting  anecdotes  and  stories  which  will  be  .specially  appreciated 
by  young  readers.  Its  price  will  comuu-nd  the  book  to  Kducational 
Authorities  as  suitable  for  a  prize,  and  at  the  present  time  it  would 
be  singularly  appropriate. 

Thoughts  Of  the  War.  d'rom  the  "  Times  "  Literary  Supplement.) 
Hy  .\.  Cluttoii Urock.  (Methuen  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  Price  is. 
The  success  of  this  little  book,  which  has  run  through  four  editions 
between  Xovembor  and  December,  is  a  thoroughly  legitimate  one, 
and  it  must  be  very  gratifying  to  the  author  to  learn  that  the  article 
on  France  lias  been  officially  translated  and  read  out  aloud  in  the 
schools  of  Paris.

THE  OXFORD  PAMPHLETS  (ConHiiitcd). 

German  Sea  Power.     By  Cliarles  Sanford  Terry.      (Price  3d.  net.) 

The  growth  of  tlie  (German  Navy  has  been  extraordinarily  rapid. 
In  1904-5  the  total  naval  expenditure  was  slightly  over  £10, 000,000  ; 
last  year  it  was  estimated  at  nearly  /;23,ooo,ooo,  while  the  per.sonnel 
was  almost  doubled.  Gcrm.uiy's  new  naval  policy  may  be  said  to 
date  from  the  appointment  of  V<m  Tirptiz  to  the  Admiralty  in  1897, 
who  substituted  "  ofi'ensive  for  delVn.sivc  strategy."  The  Xavy  Law 
of  1900  gave  Germany  the  potential  power  which  enabled  her  to 
regard  war  with  Great  Britain  as  a  possibility.  This  booklet  is  full 
of  valuable  information  difficidt  for  the  "  man  in  the  street  "  to 
obtain  easily,  

All  for  Germany.     (Price  2d.) 

This  amusing  little  jeud'esprit.in  the  form  of  a  dialogue  between 
Dr.  Pangloss  and  M.  Caudide,  conveys  much  wi.sdom  in  the  guise  of  a 
satire.  Pages  16  and  17  are  to  be  rcconnnended  as  a  clever  and,  on 
the  whole,  correct  summary  of  Germany's  colonial  aims. 

England's  Mission.     By  W.  Beuett.     (Price  zd.  net  ) 

It  i^  .1  pity  tli.it  this  finely  conceived  and  well-written  little  thesis 
should  be  marred  in  places  by  too  much  dogmatism.  Mr.  Benett 
regards  England  as  specially  appointed  by  the  .Vlmighty  for  the  work 
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of  propajiatiiij;  ideas  of  freedom]  and  law.  The  pamphlet  may, 
however,  lie  reeommeiukd  to  the  j;eucral  reader  for  its  recognition 
lioth  of  Germany's  national  virtnes  and  of  Ivngland's  failure  before 
the  war  to  res|ii>nd  to  her  high  Ciilling, 


Poland,  Prussia  and  Culture.     By  Ludwik  IClirlich.     (I'riee  jd.  net.) 

The  author,  u  I'ole.  endeavours  to  tell,  within  the  space  of  a  few 
pages,  the  relations  of  I'russia  to  his  native  land.  It  is  a  tragic 
story,  hut  in  judging  I'russia  it  would  be  heljiful  to  know  something 
of  the  behaviour  of  her  partners  in  the  crime  of  Poland's  partition. 

The  Battles  of  the  Marne  and  Aisne.  Bv  11.  w.  C.  Davis.  (Price  )d. 
net.) 
This  is  a  carefully-c<mipiled  accoiuit.  mainly  from  Sir  John  I'renih's 
own  ncspatches.  of  these  two  important  engagements,  with  a  number 
of  extremely  useful  details  of  the  localities  and  districts  involved. 
In  addition  to  the  Desjiatches  of  the  Commander-in-chief,  there  is 
an  Appendix  (B.)  containing  the  detailed  report  of  an  "  Lvycwituess  " 
attached  to  the  Headquarters'  staff  and  an  excellent  map. 


Greek  Policy  since  1882.     By  Arnold  J.  Toynbee.     (Price  4d.  net.) 

This  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  of  the  Oxford  pamphlets.  Few 
people  in  this  country  probably  had  any  idea  that  Hellenism  was 
yielding  to  the  influence  of  Americanism  in  many  parts  of  Greece, 
to  the  great  advantage.  Mr.  Toynbee  thinks,  of  the  whole  nation. 
It  is  a  fascinating  little  booklet  from  beginning  to  end,  and  aiifords 
an  admirable  insight  into  the  modern  conditions  of  one  of  the  world's 
most  cherished  lands. 


Does  International  Law  Still  Exist?  By  Sir  H.  Erie  Richards.  K.C.. 
K.O  S  I..  Chi  chele  Professor  of  International  Law.  (Price  2d.net.) 
The  writer  of  this  pamphlet  answers  his  question  in  the  affirmative, 
and  shows  that,  although  Germany  has  sinned  against  this  law, 
tacitly  accepted  by  the  cixilised  world  since  the  time  of  Grotius,  and 
cannot  legally  l)e  punished,  public  opinion,  stronger  even  than  law, 
can  and  must  condemn  the  oflfender. 

The  Leadership  of  the  World.      By  F.  S.  Jlarvin.      1  Price  2d.  net.) 

This  pamphlet,  the  work  of  an  idealist  and  a  humanitarian,  may  not 
commend  itself  to  those  few  among  the  English  who  are  paving 
Germany  the  compliment  of  imitating  her  spirit  of  militarism  and 
hatred.  It  will  certainly  appeal  to  all  who  desire  that  this  war  mav 
end  war,  and  that  the  future  will  see  a  united  Europe,  in  which  no 
one  nation  will  aspire  to  "  Wcltma<ht."  t'topian  ideas  perhaps, 
at  this  moment,  when  thousands  of  men  are  killing  one  .inother.  but 
not  surely  for  ever,  else  would  it  not  be  worth  an  honourable  man's 
participation  in  the  awful  catastrophe  that  has  bef,illen  the  \\"orld. 

The  Germans  in  Africa.     By  Evans  Lewin.     (Price3d.net.) 

Few  h;nglish  people  probably  realised  until  the  war  broke  out  the 
large  part  played  by  Ciermany  in  the  "  Scramble  "  for  Africa  during 
the  later  decades  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Mr.  Lewin  shows 
clearly  the  causes  that  drove  Germany  to  .seek  territorial  expansion 
overseas,  the  spirit  and  the  policy  of  these  who  advocated  such 
expansion  and  the  success  achieved.

5s.,  given  by  the  Eeague  of  the 
Empire,  is  offered  for  competition  to  pupils  throughout  the 
Empire  who  are  over  14  and  under  20  on  January  ist,  1915.

B.  Junior  Competition.

Note. — This   decl.arati.m    is    not   intended    to    preclude  a  teacher  from 
answering  any  reasonable   requests  for   information,    or   from    indicating 
books  where  such  information   may  be  found  ;  but  an  e.ssay  must  not  be  a 
mere  reproduction  of  a  lesson  given  in  class. 

It  is  not  expected  that  ihe  essay  will  be  written  without  reference  to  the 
ordinary  and  authoritative  sources  of  information  on  the  subject  ;  but  it  is 
expected  that  the  inform.Ttion  will  be  thoroughly  assimilated  and  rendered 
in  the  writer's  own  language  in  the  essay  offered  for  competiiion. 

2.  All  essays  must  first  be  judged  in  the  schools,  only  the 
best  one  from  each  school  being  sent  in  for  consideration. 
In  cases  where  the  Education  Authorities  are  kindly  co- 
operating with  the  League,  the  essays  should  be  forwarded 
through  that  department.  As  the  usual  sources  of  information 
in  regard  to  the  subject  are  best  known  in  the  competitor's 
own  country,  it  is  hoped  that  the  authorities  transmitting  the 
essays  will  e.xamine  them  and  refrain  from  sending  on  essays 
which  do  not  satisfy  the  conditions  explained  under  con- 
dition I. 

3.  All  essays  tiiust  reach  the  Central  Ofifices  of  the  League 
of  the  Empire,  28,  Buckingham  Gate,  Westminster,  S.^V., 
London,  England,  by  the  31st  March,  1915. 

4.  Any  essay  exceeding  the  word  limit  or  written  by  a  child 
over  the  specified  age  will  be  discjiialified. 

5.  Essays  should  be  written  on  one  side  of  the  paper  only, 
and  the  competitor's  full  name  and  address,  date  of  birth,  and 
school  should  be  clearly  given. 

6.  Essays  must  be  submitted  in  the  Candidate's  own  hand- 
writing (not  typewritten).     Illustrations  are  not  allowed.
